If a Woman was deſirous to be with 
Child, her only way was to put her Petition in- 
totheir Hands,that they might preſent it at the 
Tribunal of God, and bring her a ſpeedy and fa- 
tsaQtory anſwer of it. She that hada Son in the 
ladies, took the ſame Courſe ; and ſo did ſhe 
ao who had a Brother, Friend, or Couſin, 
n Slavery at Algiers. And the Poor Widow, 
who had a Cauſe depending before an igno- 
nant Judge,. againſt a powerful Adverſary, 
| doubted 
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doubted not of its going with her, ſince ſhe 


had made them a preſent according to he 
ability. Some preſented them with Sweetmeat, 


others with Pictures and Ornaments for ther 


Oratory. Sometimes there were ſent then 
in, all ſorts of clean Linnen and Cloaths fo 
poor People that were aſhamed of their nece{ 
fities.and often conſiderable Sums of Money,to 
be diſtributed as they ſhould think fitting 
No body came empty handed to them, na 
did any body doubt of their future Canons 
tion. . Nay, it grew to that height, that ſome 


deſired their advice in things doubtful, and 


to come. Helenilla, who had a Diabolic 
Wit, managed the buſineſs of Anſwers; and 
the cunning Gipſie would be ſure to deliver 
her Oracles in few Words, and in Terms an- 
bignous and capable of ſeveral interpretations 
Their Beds, {imple in appearance, were al 
the day covered with Mats, but at night with 


good Down-beds and Quilts, and good Co 


verlets : the Honſe being full of all manner 
of Houſhold-ſtuft, ſent in by fome or other, 
tor a charitable ſupply of ſome Widow, whoſe 
Goods had been taken in Execution, or to 
furniſh the Houſe of a young Maid Married 
without any Portion. Their doors, jn Wit 
ter, were (hut up at five of the Clock. in Sun 
mer, at ſeven, as punQually as if their Houſe 
had ben a well regulated Convent ; and then 


the Spits went, the Honſe was perfum'd, the 
Fowl 
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Fowls went to, the Fire, the Tables. were neat- 
ly covered, and the Hypocritical Triumwirate, 
fed without any remorſe, and valiantly drank 


_ to their own good Healths, an ſometimes re-

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Montufar. had. infinuated himſelf into the 
fyour of a certain Widow, as lewd, and as 
very an Hypocrite, as himſelf ; He had made 
Aelenilla acquainted with all that paſſed be- 
tween them,, who took not any thing amis, 
no-more than Mo 71 far would have done at 
her familiarity with a Gallant that had been 
profitable to the Community.

He 
was hardly 'alighted &tre-:he- was acoſted 
by a Gentleman of Vaples, who was riding up

alſo ſeveral others, whorithe King had ſent 
into all parts of Traly to find her out. He was 
informed by this Gentleman, how Rogers 
was fallea into difgrace ; how Matildu's: 1n- 
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nocence came to be known and vindicated; 
the orders the King had granted for the - 
finding of .her out, and what everelſe had 
paſſed at Naples, ſince he had left it, only 
he made not the leaſt mention of the-uijolent 
Love which the King had for 1rexe, which 
was generally known to all, and whereof 
this Cavalier:gave Hippolito no information 
at all, either out of an exceſs of diſcretion,or 
for ſome other reaſon, which I know not. 
You may well imagine, that Hppalito, - a 
perſon {o generous as he was, and loving

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. 4In the mean time, Matilda could not" be 
found,and though the Gentleman, whom H{p- 
polzto met,had been at Acorn, where he told 
im that he had left her, yet could he not 
get any tydings of her, notwithſtanding all 
theenquiry he had made after her. There 
was a report ſpread abroad of the death of 
that Princeſs, with all the particular circum- 
ſtances of it, and that report came to the 
Ears of Hippolito, who took it ſo heavily, 
that he was very far in his way after her. 
Bur at$ength he recovered of the ſickneſs 
it had put him into, and the indiſpoſition 
of his mind abated proportionably to the re- 
aſſumption of his ſtrength and Spirits.

While the King, the Prince of Salerna and 
Matilda were thus engaged, Ireze was gone 
to Hippolito, whom her eye had ſingled out, 
though he,ſtood behind ſeverab other per- 
ſons; and perceiving ſhe was out of the 
Kings ſight, ſhe caſt her ſelf about the neck 
of that dear Brother for whom ſhe had 
ſhed ſo many tears, and could not even then 
forbear the doing it.
